extremely high speeds and 
altitudes.” ' 

HIS TITLE in the X-15 pro¬ 
gram is design engineering 
specialist and test pilot, 
which means that he not 
only flies the rocket but 
knows exactly how it oper¬ 
ates. 

Last weekend. Crossfield 
boosted the research craft to 
above 60,(X)0 feet after a 
drop from a B-52 mother- 
ship at 41,000 feet. His 
speed was given as in excess 
of 1,400 miles an hour in the 
10-minute flight from drop 
to landing. A more powerful 
engine will be installed in 
the rocket later for testa to 
a height of 100 miles.

THE FRIENDS believe that the show is worthy 
of wide voluntary support and, as a result, members ^' 
do not intend to pressure anybody into donating. \ 
The quality of the shows in the past have been out- 
standing and, in addition, they have received wide- 
spread notice in the metropolitan papers of Los 
Angeles County. Thus Sierra Madre receives far

And it’s a problem, as almost all of our elected 
representatives realize, to which-there is no easy 
answer, despite the recent goodwill tour of Mr.

date on which this ordinance shall 
become effective, the provisions of 
such Code shall be controlling 
within the limits of the City of 
Sierra Madre, and each separate 
ordinance therein compiled and 
codified shall henceforth be known 
by the particular code section des¬ 
ignated therefor, and shall not 
hereafter be known by ordinance 
number. 

Said Code may be 
amended from time to time by the

If you ever encounter an amnesia victim, the best 
thing to do is to take him to tlie nearest hospital for im¬ 
mediate medical and psychiatric treatment. 

This is the advice of Dr. Gloria Bentinck, clinical di- 
.*ctor of psychiatry at San Francisco Hospital, who treats 
135 to 35 amnesia victims a 
year. She was quoted recent¬ 
ly in an issue of Today’s 
Health, a publication of the 
American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

You should never try to 
treat a person with loss of 
memory yourse'il. The earlier 
he receives psychiatric care, 
the better, according to Dr. 

Bentinck. 

THE TODAY'S HEALTH 

article pointed out that am¬ 
nesia is “more than a tired 
vehicle for grade B movies;” 
it is a friglitening reality to 
thousands of persons each 
year. 

Anmesia is t! c- functional 
disturbance or, loss of mem¬ 
ory. It may be general, with 
complete loss of recall, or 
partial, with the forgetful¬ 
ness of only certain ideas, 
names, words, events, people, relief from 
and their associations. 

It has been described as 
the "shell shock of civil life,” 
the article said. It is fre¬ 
quently encountered on the 
battlefield, where soldiers 
see more horrors than they 
can bear to remember. 

Unfeigned amnesia of psy¬ 
chic origin is not common¬ 
place. When it comes, the 
malady usually disappears 
in a few .days or a week, 
even without treatment. 

FREQUENTLY such vic¬ 
tims can be hypnotized and 
made to relive Incidents from 
their pasts which may offer 
clues to their Identity. 

One of the most severe 
forms is known as fugue, 
which almost always reflects 
the presence of a deep-seat¬ 
ed psychoneuTosis or a con¬ 
stitutional inability to fftce 
reality, the article said. 

However, even normally 
sound and well-adjusted per¬ 
sons—if the stress is sudden 
or reaches an unbearable de¬ 
gree—can take refuge in 
temporary amnesia, which 
does not always indicate im¬ 
maturity or emotional in¬ 
adequacy, the article said. 

Amnesia can appear fol¬ 
lowing physical damage to 
the brain. It 'may be a symp¬ 
tom of organic disease, such
